A ROTHSCHILD DEAD. 


Baron James Rothschild died in 
Paris last Tuesday. He was one of 
the Rothschilds of whom there were 
five brothers, and the richest man in 
the world. He was the last of the 
five sons of Mayer Anselm Rothschild 
a German banker and founder of the 
House of Rothschild, who died in 
1812. He rose to eminence in the fi- 
nancial world by his integrity and 
ability, the foundation of his im- 
mense fortune having been laid in 
1806, when the Elector of Hesse. 
whose dominions were invaded by the 
French, deposited $5,000,000 in his 
bank for safe keeping. This immense 
amount of money which was left io 
his care for eight years, without inter- 
est was so judiciously invested by 
Rothschild that he paid interest on 
the amount until the ‘principal was 
paid to the [Electors son. Anselm's 
five sons established themselves in the 
principle cities of Europe, and James, 
who survived the others, was the head 
of the French house. The Roths- 
shilds. have held the strings of the 
money purses of nearly all the crowned 
heads of Europe for years.
